Cocktail bar could become ‘gentlemen’s club’

Raunchy entertainment for 
adults including lap dancing and 
striptease could replace cocktails 
on the menu at the Stir bar in 
Epsom. 

The owners are expected to submit 
an application this week to Epsom 
and Ewell Council for an adult enter¬ 
tainment licence which, if it is grant¬ 
ed, could bring Soho-style shows to 
East Street. 

The bar, which is part of the Abnoc- 
to Bar Company, has already applied 
to renew its licence to sell alcohol 
until 2am from Monday to Sunday 
and is about to submit an application 
to turn the bar into a “gentlemen’s 
club”. 

There are few legal restrictions to 
stop a suburban bar being turned 
into a strip joint, but councillors are 
upset about the application. 

Councillor Eber Kington, chair¬ 
man of the local residents’ associa¬ 
tion, is horrified. 

He said: “Councillors who sit on the 
licensing committee will have very 
limited power to refuse the applica¬ 
tion. Epsom and Ewell’s licensing 
committee has to apply the same cri¬ 
teria to so-called adult entertainment 
as it would to a tea dance.” 

The only valid grounds of objection 
are the prevention of public nui¬ 
sance, public safety, prevention of 
crime and disorder and protection of 
children from harm. 

He added: “Many residents would 
have moral objections to such 


premises, but the law as it stands 
does not regard such objections as le¬ 
gitimate. 

“Already most of Epsom’s serious 
crime is imported through criminals 
who are based in London. 

“I believe that premises catering for 
adult entertainment will increase the 
likelihood of outsiders coming into 
Epsom and creating problems for the 
local community” 

Government proposals to give 
councils greater powers to regulate 


lap dancing clubs by labelling them 
“sex encounter establishments”, like 
peep shows or sex cinemas, are yet to 
be passed as law. 

Alex Cole, operations manager for 
Stir, said: “It is going to be a private 
club with properly regulated adult 
entertainment. 

“It will involve lap dancing and that 
type of thing. 

“Obviously there will be nudity, but 
it will be behind closed doors and 
behind blacked-out windows and it 


will be very strictly controlled. 

“I don’t think there is anything like 
this in Surrey and through lots of 
market research and talking to peo¬ 
ple, we think there is a demand for 
this, otherwise we wouldn’t do it.” 

But MP Chris Grayling said: “Most 
local people will raise their eyebrows 
considerably to think that Epsom is a 
target market for a lap dancing club.”

Councillors to challenge bed closure proposal 


Angry councillors are to chal¬ 
lenge the proposal to close all 
Epsom’s in-patient psychiatric 
beds. 

They say that the closure 
would have a serious impact 
on patients and their relatives 
and they say the consultation 
exercise carried out by Surrey 
and Borders Partnership NHS 
Foundation Trust is flawed. 

The Trust intends to close all 
the acute psychiatric beds at 
Epsom General Hospital and 
the unit for elderly mentally ill 
patients at West Park Hospital. 

All in patient care through¬ 
out the county will be concen¬ 
trated at Redhill, Chertsey or 
Guildford leaving people in the 
north of the county facing long 
journeys. 


The change in psychiatric 
care will cost £85m to be fund¬ 
ed by the sale of some of the 
sites owned by the Trust. 

The Trust leases its wards in 
the Langley Wing at Epsom 
from Epsom and St Helier NHS 
Trust and runs an intensive 
care ward, two acute wards 
and a day unit and psychother¬ 
apy services. 

A report prepared for Epsom 
and Ewell Borough Council’s 
social services committee says 
that the arguments put for¬ 
ward for the changes are 
“sketchy and inadequate” and 
could lead to a poorer service 
in a location with poor public 
transport links. 

The committee is to lodge 
complaints to Surrey Primary 


Care Trust which pays for 
healthcare throughout the 
county and to Surrey County 
Council’s health scrutiny com¬ 
mittee which has legal powers 
to intervene if there are major 
changes to healthcare provi¬ 
sion. 

Chairman of Epsom’s social 
committee Councillor Chris 
Long, said: “We are dismayed 
that the Trust has said that it 
will close such an important 
facility in the Borough. Some 
of our residents use this essen¬ 
tial service in the Langley 
Wing and the idea that it will 
be moved to somewhere in Red- 
hill is sure to cause a lot of 
worry and anxiety. We are 
pressing both Surrey Primary 
Care Trust and the Surrey 


County Council Health Scruti¬ 
ny Committee to stop this pro¬ 
cess until we know a lot more 
detail. Meanwhile, we will be 
seeking to ensure that the 
work on the Epsom General 
Hospital site is not prejudiced 
in any way". 

Surrey Borders says that it 
needs to review its hospital ac¬ 
commodation to ensure it is up 
to modern standards. It leases 
the property at Epsom but 
needs to build better accommo¬ 
dation on sites it owns. It in¬ 
tends to build modern 
psychiatric centres with en- 
suite rooms for its patients.

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Embers fly at ‘gusty’ display 


Crowds were forced to head for safety 
when red hot ash showered down on 
them during a massive firework dis¬ 
play in Hook Road Arena, Epsom, on 
Saturday night. 

During the display the winds picked 
up and strong gusts blew some of the 
firework detritus on the people stand¬ 
ing near the stage. 

One woman had her trousers 
scorched from the remains of a fire¬ 
work as she fled to safety 

The organisers, the 7th Epsom 
Scouts, took advantage of a break in 
the pouring rain to set off the £20,000 
fireworks in what was announced as 
one of the biggest displays in the 
south-east. 

They took account of the wind and 
the fireworks were pointed away from

the crowd, but halfway through the 
strong gusts blew some of the fire¬ 
work debris towards them. 

“It was quite scary,” said Scott 
Jenno from West Ewell, who was at 
the fireworks with his girlfriend 
Sylvia DaSilva and some children. 

“I suddenly saw all this stuff com¬ 
ing towards us and I shouted at them 
‘leg it’ and we ran away from it. 

“Sylvia was brushing at her leg and 
her trousers were scorched. 

“There were lots of people running 
away and it was lucky that no one was 
injured. 

“Then there was an announcement 
to move further away” 


The firework’s organisers will hold 
a debriefing session to discuss this 
year’s problems before beginning to 
plan for next year’s event. 

Group scout leader and ward coun¬ 
cillor Neil Dallen said: “There were a 
few embers coming down from 
the fireworks and we made an an¬ 
nouncement asking people to move 
further back, which they did in an or¬ 
derly way There were no injuries to 
the general public. 

“Unfortunately it became very, very 
gusty We pointed the fireworks away 
but obviously the wind was stronger 
than we anticipated. 

“We haven’t yet had our review but I 
suspect that another year we will 
move the barrier further back. We 
had the recommended clearance but 


perhaps we need extra room.” 

The torrential rain during the day 
put off some firework-lovers and the 
attendance was down to under 5,000 
instead of the 10,000 who usually 
watch the fireworks. 

Profits were down to around £5,000 
instead of the £15,000 that the event 
normally brings in. 

Councillor Dallen added: “We have 
a fantastic organisational team who 
proved they can cope with bad weath¬ 
er as well as good.” 

The scouts picked up a bunch of 
keys as they cleared the ground after 
the display and are waiting for the 
owners to claim them.

the public who marched 
through Ewell High Street to 
the war memorial in the

This year was particularly 
poignant as it marked the 90th 
anniversary of the end of World 
War I. 

A special Armistice Service 
was held on Tuesday at St 
Luke’s Chapel at Epsom Col¬ 
lege. Led by the College’s Com¬ 
bined Cadet Force (CCF), the 
annual service remembered the 
318 pupils who lost their lives 


serving their country - 149 Old 
Epsomians in the First World 
War, 151 in World War II, and 18 
former pupils who died in other 
conflicts. 

The service was conducted by 
senior college chaplain, Father 
Paul Thompson. The guest 
preacher was the Archdeacon of 
Surrey, the venerable Stuart 
Beake. Headmaster Stephen 
Borthwick laid a wreath in the 
chapel, while the school’s piper 
played the Last Post. 

On Saturday the Banstead and 
district Poppy appeal was given 
a boost when CSM Andrew 
Robinson of the 1st Battalion 
Grenadier Guards spent two 
hours selling poppies at Asda, 
Burgh Heath.

Charlie and Amy, who live 
in Ewell, have jointly run 
CF and MC Stear greengro¬ 
cers in Surbiton since 1968 
and, despite spending every 
day working and living to¬ 
gether, their marriage has 
lasted 60 solid years. 

Charlie, 84, gets up at 
2am six days a week to pick 
up fruit and vegetables 
from the New Covent Gar¬ 
den Market, while wife 
Amy, 82, runs the shop 
three days a week.

Dog walker cleared of taking 
unruly dogs to Nonsuch Park 


A dog walker under investiga¬ 
tion by the council has been 
cleared of having unruly dogs 
in Nonsuch Park. 

Last Tuesday, the woman 
walked in Nonsuch Park with 
her pets under the supervision 
of an enforcement officer, to 
check that the dogs were under 
control. 

The dog-walking controversy 
in Nonsuch was highlighted 
last week by the story of 
Paddy, a lurcher, who needed 
£900 of treatment after being 
injured by another dog when 
being exercised there. 

The Sutton pet lover, who did 
not want to be named, said: “I

have never seen this dog 
‘Paddy’ and my dogs are abso¬ 
lutely not responsible for its 
injuries, nor have they ever in¬ 
jured any other dog. 

“On careful reading, Paddy’s 
owner describes a single dog 
that attacked, not a pack of 
dogs, and my dogs are always 
with me, not ‘on the prowl’ as 
suggested. 

“Park management have 
been very supportive, as have 
Friends of Nonsuch and park 
staff who know me and my 
dogs. I have a variety of 


friends with dogs who walk 
with me regularly. 

“I fully intend to continue en¬ 
joying Nonsuch Park with my 
dogs on a daily basis as I have 
done for the last four years.” 

Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council, which runs the park, 
confirmed that its enforce¬ 
ment officer went on a walk 
with the dog owner. 

“In the officer’s opinion, the 
dogs did not stray far, returned 
on her call and were under the 
owner’s control at all times. 

“They were not interested in 
other dogs, although there 
were several in the area which 
were not as close to their 


owner as those being investi¬ 
gated.” 

The council is to continue 
monitoring the situation in the 
park and is investigating how 
other boroughs tackle the 
problem of walkers managing 
several dogs at a time. 

It will ask dog walkers and 
trainers for their views. 

“The aim is to find an agree¬ 
able way to bring the problem 
under control, without penalis¬ 
ing responsible dog walkers,” 
said the council spokesman. 

One regular park user, David 
Preston from Cheam, is to cam¬ 
paign for all dogs to be muzzled 
while in Nonsuch Park. 


He was badly bitten while out 
jogging two years ago and has 
been calling for greater con¬ 
trols on dogs in the park. 

“If I went up to someone and 
shouted at them and threat¬ 
ened them, or indeed hit them, 
then I would rightly be arrest¬ 
ed, but some dog walkers seem 
to think it is OK for their dogs 
to bark and snarl at me and try 
to bite me. 

“Unless something is done, a 
child will be very seriously in¬ 
jured or killed.”

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Haggling is holding up 
affordable home build 


Work was due to start on 
200 affordable homes in 
Epsom and Ewell this finan¬ 
cial year, but instead a start 
will be made on just 16. 

As a result, Epsom and 
Ewell Borough Council is 
expecting the number of 
homeless people to increase 
and is preparing to increase 
its budget for bed and 
breakfast accommodation. 

The gloomy news was 
given to the council’s social 
committee on Thursday, 
when councillors were 
warned they might even 
have to consider making 
staff redundant if the coun¬ 
cil was badly hit by the fi¬ 
nancial crisis. 

Although planning per¬ 
mission was only granted 
for the 300 new eco-homes 
to be built at St Ebba’s a 
month ago, councillors were 
told in a report prepared for 
the meeting that building 
work may be delayed on the 
former hospital site. 

Another project to be held 
up is the Rosebery Housing 
Association plan to redevel¬ 
op shops and build new 
homes in Hollymoor Lane. 

The delay is due to the 
council “haggling” over the 
price it wants for land it 
owns that is needed for the 
scheme. 

While the council wants to 


see the new homes built, it 
is duty-bound to get the best 
price it can for its assets and 
negotiations were leading to 
the delay. 

A report prepared for the 
councillors said the chal¬ 
lenging economic climate 
made it increasingly diffi¬ 
cult for Rosebery Housing 
Association and the council 
to tie together land values 
and building costs so that 
the council could achieve 
the best possible economic 
position. 

The developer, who was to 
build a new Epsom Baptist 
church, funded by the sale 
of new homes on the cur¬ 
rent site, is facing financial 
troubles and has no plans to 
start work on the scheme in 
the immediate future. 

The Rosebery School de¬ 
velopment has been delayed 
because the developer is to 
redesign the scheme be¬ 
cause it says it cannot make 
enough profit from the ex¬ 
isting layout in a depressed 
housing market. 

But there is some good 
news. The proposal to bring 
50 empty homes back into 
use is on target and already 
36 have been occupied.

Golf club finances 
are well under par 


The luxury Horton Park Golf 
and Country Club is in the fi¬ 
nancial rough. 

Some of its staff have not re¬ 
ceived their full wages for Oc¬ 
tober and several have been 
asked to change jobs to adapt 
to the slow-down in the num¬ 
ber of golfers using the 
course. 

The club’s majority share¬ 
holder, Mike Sanders, is work¬ 
ing to get a financial rescue 
package together to stop the 
club in Hook Road, Epsom, 
from going under, but has 
warned that there could be re¬ 
dundancies in the future. 

He blames the present finan¬ 
cial crisis and two summers 
of wet weather for the club’s 
troubles as they have deterred 
golfers from playing regularly. 

“As yet, we haven’t got rid of 
staff. We have a lot of good 
and loyal staff, but if things 
do not pick up there will have 
to be changes, although it is 
not something we have sought 
to do.” he said. 

“We hope to ensure that all

staff continue, but there have 
been some seasonal changes. 

“If you were to talk to any 
golf club they will tell you the 
same. If it pours with rain 
people don’t play golf and it 
rained virtually every week¬ 
end, with a few exceptions, 
throughout the summer.” 

“People who used to play 
three or four times a month 
have cut back and people who 
are living on investment in¬ 
come have had a torrid time.

New screws keep number-plates safe 


Police are giving away special security 
screws designed to make life difficult for 
number-plate thieves. 

Clutch-head screws can be easily fitted 
with a screwdriver to replace existing 
screws, but are incredibly difficult to re¬ 
move. They are being given away free by 
Surrey Police at Epsom, Banstead and 
Leatherhead police stations. 

Reigate and Banstead crime reduction ad¬ 
visor Steve Aylin-White said: “Replacing 
standard screws with clutch-head screws is 
a great way to try to beat thieves and reduce 


the chances of becoming a victim of crime. 

“Number-plate theft is a nationwide issue, 
so it is a good idea to take steps to protect 
your vehicle. 

“Stolen plates can be fitted to vehicles in¬ 
volved in crime, so it is vital any theft is re¬ 
ported to police immediately, because if you 
do not, you could run the risk of becoming 
falsely implicated in criminal activity”

Councillor faces ‘bullying' investigation 


A councillor has been accused of 
“bullying” supporters of 91 pen¬ 
sioners who face eviction from a 
sheltered housing complex. 

Two official complaints were 
lodged after Councillor Stuart 
Gordon-Bullock allegedly re¬ 
proached a shop owner for display¬ 
ing a campaign poster. 

Sutton Council is now investigat¬ 
ing claims that the Tory member 
may have breached the Council¬ 
lors’ Code of Conduct. 

Campaigners fighting to retain 
Elizabeth House say his behaviour 
amounts to bullying and intimida¬ 
tion which are forbidden under 
the code. 

The supporters had produced 
posters and badges bearing the 
message “refurbish not demolish” 
in response to plans to create af¬ 


fordable homes. The local authori¬ 
ty is now investigating the feasibil¬ 
ity of refurbishing the site. 

Members of Elizabeth House Ac¬ 
tion Group (EHAG) remain furi¬ 
ous that they have been rebuked 
for holding Sutton Council to ac¬ 
count. 

Emma Lee, 29, the owner of Lit¬ 
tle Tiny Bills pet shop, said: “A 
gentleman came in and had a go at 
me in front of a customer. 

“He was very rude, asking why I 
had the poster and whether I 
thought it was acceptable. He was 
basically trying to intimidate me. 
Afterwards, the customer told me 
who he was and I later saw his pic¬ 
ture.” 

An EHAG spokeswoman said: 
“We do not appreciate being belit¬ 
tled. We are not naughty children 


who need to be ‘put in our place’ 
when daring to question the coun¬ 
cil’s wisdom. 

“The council and its councillors 
are our servants and we feel that, 
especially at our age, we should be 
treated with full respect.” 

A Sutton Council spokeswoman 
said: “We’ve received two com¬ 
plaints about Coun Gordon-Bul¬ 
lock and we are looking into them. 
It would be inappropriate for us to 
comment any further at this 
stage.” 

A Conservative spokesman said: 
“It would be inappropriate for 
Coun Gordon-Bullock to comment 
without knowing the specifics of 
the complaint. Any comments 
could prejudice the inquiry.”

Sutton Council’s executive 
agreed in July that the existing 
Elizabeth House scheme was 
not “fit for purpose” and need¬ 
ed to be replaced. 

Coun Stears said the new 
proposals would include a mix 
of affordable housing that 
would include improved 24- 
hour extra care on site.

Mr Akers added: “Our thoughts are 
also with his friends who will miss Jeff 
as much as we will. This tragic incident 
has changed their lives as well. 

“Jeff is at rest now and our thoughts 
are with him forever more. 

May he rest in peace.” 

Mike Drew, Jeff’s partner, 
said: “First, I would like to 
thank all my family and 
friends for the love and 


support given to me since the death of 
Jeff, and throughout the trial. 

“Justice has been done and, although it 
will not bring him back, we all feel a 
sense of relief. Jeff was a very kind, gen¬ 
erous, loving and caring person and the 
world is a poorer place without him.” 

Malone, a landscape gardener who 
committed another gay hate crime in 
2003, is to be sentenced on Friday, Decem¬ 
ber 5.

One of Europe’s biggest eco- 
centres has gained a substan¬ 
tial windfall after the son of a 
multimillionaire failed to win 
back his inheritance. 

Ian Robert Sheppard, from 
Worcester Park, was denied 
£600,000 as a High Court judge 
ruled the will drafted by his 
later father was valid. 

Graham Sheppard died in 
2005 but left most of his £1.3m 
estate to his second wife and 
the Centre for Alternative 
Technology (CAT) in Wales. 

Ian Sheppard inherited just 
£80,000 and his brother Robert 
was bequeathed £100,000 in the 
will signed in October 2004. 

Mr Sheppard, of Brocken- 
hurst Avenue, claimed in 
court that his father, a keen en¬ 
vironmentalist, was 200 miles 
away when the will was exe¬ 
cuted in Devon. 

But in rejecting the appeal 
on Friday afternoon, Mr Jus¬ 
tice Warren said he was satis¬ 
fied that in-laws Thomas and 
Ruth Barling had witnessed 
the signature at their home. 

The judge criticised Mr 
Sheppard for his eagerness to 
“find conspiracy” and his 
“cavalier” attitude towards 
giving evidence. 

He told the court: “He has de¬ 
veloped an obsession about the 
execution of the will in 2004 


which has led him to see in 
every little detail support for 
his case. 

“I am afraid his obsession 
has led to self-delusions in ma¬ 
terial respects.” 

CAT, a tourist attraction 
which shows visitors how to 
live sustainably, was given a 
£100,000 donation and also 
stands to inherit a £600,000 
property when Graham Shep¬ 
pard’s wife dies. 

The court was told that Mr 


and Mrs Sheppard lived to¬ 
gether for 20 years before their 
eventual marriage in April 
2004, the year before his death. 
He had been suffering blood 
problems for several years. 

If the will had been declared 
invalid, most of the fortune 
would have been divided be¬ 
tween the two sons under in¬ 
testacy rules.

□ Cutting the time to pay invoic¬ 
es to Sutton’s small businesses 
from 30 to 10 days, to help small 
firms improve cash flow. 

□ Encouraging small business 
rate relief take-up. 

□ Free parking on Thursday 
night and at the weekend in cer¬ 
tain areas of Sutton to attract 
Christmas shoppers. 


□ Encouraging council tax and 
housing benefit take-up. 

□ Surgeries to give support for 
small businesses. 


□ Encouraging residents to use 
lower cost council services, 
such as libraries, to rent books, 
DVDs and music and promote 


leisure centres. 

□ Developing an apprenticeship 
programme at the council and 
building a local talent pool to 
help Sutton residents find em¬ 
ployment locally. 

□ Working with the Citizens 
Advice Bureau to provide a 
package of support to residents 
on money matters and promot¬ 
ing the establishment of a cred¬ 
it union to help those on low 
incomes. 

Sutton Chamber of Com¬ 
merce chairman Paul 
Cawthorne said: “I welcome 
and support the council’s moves 
to help small businesses in the 
borough. 

“These are difficult times for 
many small firms and the offer 
of business rate relief and 
faster payment of invoices will 
be hugely beneficial.

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Hospital could miss 
£ 16 m savings target 


Hospital bosses at Epsom and St 
Helier have been forced to make 
savings of £16m this year and it 
looks as if they will miss the 
target by £8.5m. 

The hospital said its efficiency 
savings, plus additional earn¬ 
ings, will enable it to meet some 
of its financial targets and that it 
did not anticipate making any 
immediate cuts to services. 

But health campaigner Geoff 
Martin said that meeting the 
savings target could lead to job 
cuts, a reduction in services or 
even a delay in the rebuilding of 
St Helier. 

If Epsom and St Helier Univer¬ 
sity Hospitals NHS Trust fails to 
meet its target, it could affect its 
ability to raise money for its re¬ 
building programme, he added. 

In a paper for Friday’s board 
meeting chief executive Saman¬ 
tha Jones was reported as saying 
that “if finances do not start to 
improve then difficult decisions 
would need to be taken.” 

She is also reported as saying 
that “not to deliver the savings 
plan was not acceptable.” 

Mr Martin, head of campaigns 
at Health Emergency, said: “It is 
not clear what their strategy is 
for dealing with this. 

“It is very worrying because it 
is a lot of money they are having 
to claw back. 

“To start a new major pro¬ 
gramme from a position of finan¬ 
cial weakness is never a good 
thing.

“There are a lot of questions 
that need to be answered and it is 
deeply worrying for everyone 
concerned.” 

The trust has been ordered by 
the NHS to make savings. 

It was also running at a loss 
but has turned the situation 
around and is now in surplus, 
although it still has to make an 
additional £8.5m saving in the 
future. 

A trust spokesman said: “We do 
not anticipate any cuts in ser¬ 
vices or changes to our current 
plans for the future. 

“We are still behind on our plan 
to end the year with a £5.5m sur¬ 
plus. 

“However, as the trust has car¬ 
ried out significantly more work 
this year than had originally 
been planned. 

“Our forecast is to end the year 
close to our original £5.5m target 
figure. 

“The trust’s board recognises 
more work needs to be done to 
achieve this target. 

“This includes running our ser¬ 
vices efficiently through the busy 
winter period when hospitals 
across the country face greater 
pressure from illnesses caused by 
the cold weather.”

Pupils from south London flew to Auschwitz in 
Poland to learn how the Holocaust is still relevant 
today, ELEANOR HARDING reports 


Learning lessons of 
our darkest hours 


I t is the hair which is most 
shocking. Two tonnes of hair 
shaved from the heads people 
for execution. The hair has 
turned a dark shade of grey, but 
some is still plaited a little. It fills 
an area the size of a small bed¬ 
room. 

Over 200 sixth formers and sev¬ 
eral MPs have travelled from Lon¬ 
don to the Auschwitz-Birkenau 
concentration camp courtesy of 
the Holocaust Educational Trust. 
Many learn about the Holocaust at 
school but never quite realised 
until now the scale of the extermi¬ 
nation and how methodically it 
was carried out. 

We are told the Nazis used to 
send hair to factories in great 
chests to be weaved into carpets 
and coats. When the liberators dis¬ 
covered them at the end of the war 
some still had traces of hydrogen 
cyanide, the poison from the gas 
chambers. Later we see giant glass 
cases full of shoes, suitcases and 
prosthetic limbs from the dis¬ 
abled. 

Many families took their most 
treasured possessions to the camp 
because they had been told they 
would start a new life there. Later 
the booty was stacked up in a spe¬ 
cial store which prisoners nick¬ 
named Canada. Like that far-away 
country, it symbolised the freedom 
they longed for. 

Phil Johnson, head of sixth form 
and history teacher at John Fisher 
School, said: “Fve taught about 
Auschwitz-Birkenau for years but 
I didn’t realise it was this big. The 
most surprising thing is that peo¬ 
ple are living near it. I couldn’t 
live there. They have back gardens 
with sun loungers.” 

Alex Slater, 18, from John Fisher 
School in Sutton, said: “I don’t re¬ 
ally know how to react. You come 
here having heard lots of talk 
about what other people have 
thought and you know what you’re 
supposed to think. But when you 
get here, it’s different. It’s quite a 
weird atmosphere. 

“I was surprised by all the 
human hair and the amount of it 
that was there. And that wasn’t 
even close to how many people 
were killed in total. Also the case 
of precious objects. One person 
had even brought their cheese 
grater. 

“You had some people who died 
at the age of two. There was no re¬ 
morse at all. They would have

killed anyone because of their re¬ 
ligion. 

“The size of the operation hits 
home. Until you come out here and 
see it you don’t realise how big the 
operation was.” 

Glynnis Morgan, 17, from Non¬ 
such High School for Girls in Sut¬ 
ton, said: “Auschwitz was a trip 
that I wasn’t really able to prepare 
myself for, because I wasn’t sure 
what to really expect. It is place 
where 1.5million Jews lost their 
lives, so why would anyone really 
want to visit? I wanted to go on 
this trip because having studied 
the Holocaust and the terrible 
events leading up to the Final So¬ 
lution. I wanted to visit the place 
to learn what the text books can¬ 
not tell you.” 

As the group approach Birke- 
nau, the main death camp, the day¬ 
light fades and harsh winds bite at 
our ears. It’s hard to imagine pris¬ 
oners living here wearing their 
thin uniforms - and later evening 
dresses and other gladrags from 
the suitcases as funds ran out. 

The camp stretches into the hori¬ 
zon, all wooden huts and barbed 
wire. As we shiver in our coats we 
see the barns where prisoners 
slept, riddled with rats and lice 
and with great draughty holes 
under the roof. Once a man broke 
his neck because an overcrowded 
bunk fell on top of him. 

Justine Greening, MP for Putney 
says: “It’s really quite shocking 
when you see it close up for the 
first time. It’s just huge and when 
you think about what this place 
was be able to do, it’s amazing. 

“It’s just so desolate. It would be 
so easy to be spotted if you were 
trying to escape.” 

Joseph Vernazza, 17, from John 


Fisher School in Sutton, said: “It 
has taught me what can happen if 
powerful and extreme ideologies 
are allowed to flourish. The Nazis 
persecuted Jews, gypsies, homo¬ 
sexuals and disabled people be¬ 
cause they believed them to be of 
less importance. The trip has 
taught me in future if I see any 
racism, bullying or prejudice to 
stand up for what is right, so that 
such things do not simply become 
accepted and unchallenged.” 

As the darkness closes in we 
make our way across the stark 
landscape to a meet Rabbi Barry 
Marcus, from the Central Syna¬ 
gogue in London, who has been 
our guide throughout the trip. 
Huddled in the cold we listen to 
prayers for the dead. 

He says: “Almost half a million 
of those who died are the same age 
as those here. They too had 
dreams. Their lives were taken 
away so brutally. 

“All of this happens when some¬ 
one paints groups of people as 
being less desirable. 

“We are all different so an attack 
on difference is an attack on hu¬ 
manity” 

The visit, in its tenth year, aims 
to increase awareness of the holo¬ 
caust in the new generation. 
Pupils from Sutton and Epsom 
were selected for the one-day trip, 
which includes a project where 
pupils help educate the communi¬ 
ty 

Earlier in the day we visited a 
nearby town Oswiecim, where 
Jews once lived in harmony with 
the rest of the community until 
the Nazis invaded and destroyed 
the great synagogue. Families 
were shipped to the camps and 
after the war only one man re¬ 
turned. He was so shell-shocked 
that he lived like a hermit. 

Rabbi Marcus stressed that 
racism can destroy communities, 
whether it be in Poland, Darfur or 
Rwanda. Exactly 70 years ago on 
Sunday violence against Jews 
began, businesses, schools and 
synagogues were trashed and loot¬ 
ed across Germany. It was called 
the Kristallnacht, or the Night of 
the Broken Glass. 

As we made our way through the 
dark back to the bus we felt the 
weight of responsibility never to 
let it happen again.

Those legs are made for talking 


We all know the allure of 
revealing great pins, but leg 
health expert Kimby Osborne 
says they deserve more than 
just a bit of occasional season¬ 
al TLC. She warns that we are 
neglecting our legs all year 
round - apart from a vanity 
check in the summer and win¬ 
ter - at our peril. 

“Most women now aware 
and familiar with how impor¬ 
tant it is to pick up on any 
changes in our breasts to 
avoid cancer, yet 90 per cent of 
us ignore any changes in what 
is one of the most important 
parts of the body - our legs,” 
explains Kimby, a former 
chiropodist who is now direc¬ 
tor of training for compres¬ 
sion hosiery company Activa 
Healthcare. 

“By not heeding those warn¬ 
ing signs we are putting our 
health at risk from at worst, 
life threatening deep vein 
thrombosis (DVT) through to a 
range of ailments ranging 
from varicose veins to leg 
ulcers.” 

Am I at risk? 

Do you regularly have the 
following symptoms? If you 
answer yes to any of the fol¬ 
lowing questions you may ex¬ 
perience problems with the 


ing as efficiently as it should. 
If not attended to, there is a 
high risk of developing leg ul¬ 
cers. Do you have reddish/ 
brown staining above the 
ankle; sores that appear with¬ 
in the stained skin; itchy 
patches above the ankle; 
wounds or knocks that are 
slow to heal; spider veins or 
thread veins; visible and 
painful varicose veins; tired 
throbbing and/or swollen 
legs? 

Varicose veins 
Varicose veins are thought to 
be a hereditary condition in 
around 70 per cent of cases.

Arterial ulcers 

Fatty layers can collect in 
your arteries causing them to 
get narrower, meaning less 
blood flow to your lower legs.

Shake a leg: 

To help keep your legs fit and 
reduce the risk of developing 
varicose veins or DVT, Kimby 
advises that you avoid sitting 
for long periods - ideally you 
should move around every 15 
minutes, and definitely within 
two hours. If that’s difficult, 
do some quick leg and feet 
flexing to avoid putting your 
circulatory system under 
strain. If you’re sitting or 
lying down, flex the foot up¬

An MP campaigning to 
shut a shop selling drugs 
paraphenalia has secured 
a meeting with a top Gov¬ 
ernment official. 

MP for Carshalton and 
Wallington, Tom Brake, 
wants to close a legal loop¬ 
hole allowing businesses 
to sell cannabis seeds. 

Earlier this month, he 
presented a 1,400-strong 
petition to close Your High 
to Association of Chief Po¬ 
lice Officers Tim Hollis - 
recently tasked with re¬ 
viewing the police ap¬ 
proach to cannabis. 

Now, he has secured a 
meeting with a Home Of¬ 
fice official together with 
school governors to review 
current legislation on the 
matter. 

If the review goes in Mr 
Brake’s favour, the deci¬ 
sion would have national 
repercussions. 

Mr Brake said: “There is 
a huge inconsistency when 
cannabis is illegal, but 
there are shops that are in 
the business of promoting 
and selling the materials 
that people need to con¬ 
sume it. 

“The law is too vague; 
there is an argument with¬ 


in exisiting legislation that 
this sort of activity is ille¬ 
gal, but if that cannot be 
proved, the next step 
would be to draft new legis¬ 
lation. 

“This meeting is part of 
a focus group on the issue. 
We hope that afterwards 
the Home Office makes a 
recommendation to tight¬ 
en up the law and act upon 
these paraphernalia shops 
which currently have no 
age restriction on who 
they can sell to.” 

Since the campaign 


against Your High was 
started by Mr Brake, shop 
owner Tony Bennett has 
made changes to opening 
hours to try to remedy crit¬ 
icism over the shop’s close 
proximity to a school. 

A temporary victory was 
then hailed by the MP 
when the shop announced 
it will be closing its doors 
for three months. 

Mr Bennett was not 
availble for comment.

1 Rates cuts must

The Mayor of London must use his influ¬ 
ence to help ensure last week’s dramatic 
1.5 per cent interest rate cut by the Bank 
of England is passed on by high street 
banks immediately. 

That was the message from business 
leaders in south London, who warned 
that local firms and thousands of jobs 
could be lost if this opportunity to boost 
confidence and get money into the pock¬ 
ets of consumers before the all-impor¬ 
tant Christmas period is wasted. 

Peter Pledger, chief executive of South 
London Business, said: “The interest 
rate cut of 1.5 per cent is excellent news 
and is what is required to meet the chal¬ 
lenging economic situation. However for 
business to benefit, this rate reduction 
must be passed on to businesses to en¬ 
sure they can raise capital and sustain 
employment. 

“I am pleased the monetary policy com¬ 
mittee has listened to business and 
taken this bold step. This is the kind of 
action we were seeking when we 
launched our campaign in October to get 
support for businesses across South Lon¬ 
don. Now more effort needs to be made 
to provide support, advice and assis¬ 
tance to see businesses through this pe¬ 
riod. 

“Across south London, many thou¬ 
sands are worried about their jobs and 
their futures; supporting and stabilising 
the business community will relieve this 
concern and generate the confidence we 
need for the economy to recover.” 

Max Menon, finance director of retail¬ 
er Allders, is acutely aware how the fi¬ 
nancial crisis is affecting sales, but is 
optimistic Thursday’s fall in interest 
rates will translate to sales.

“There is no doubt it is tough out there 
and though Christmas will be a little 
quieter than last year there are still a lot 
of people out there spending,” he said. 
“But businesses are having to stay very 
competitive to create the turnover need¬ 
ed to survive. 

And to do that it is vital the banks pass 
that interest cut on. 

“Then customers feel better about the 
economy and will spend more. It is all 
about confidence and we don’t have 
much of that at the moment.”

More than one in five house¬ 
holds in London may be un¬ 
able to afford to heat their 
homes properly this winter. 
According to new official fig¬ 
ures, 760,000 London house¬ 
holds are estimated to be in 
fuel poverty - a four-fold in¬ 
crease in the last five years. 

Rising energy prices plus a 
failure to properly insulate 
London’s homes mean that 
many Londoners will be fac¬ 


ing a long, hard winter. No 
one should have to live in a 
cold damp home, but there is 
simply not enough being done 
by the Mayor and the Govern¬ 
ment to tackle fuel poverty. 

In the North of England, 
Kirklees Council has begun 
an ambitious programme to 
insulate every home free of 
charge. 

This is in order to slash 
emissions and save on fuel 


bills. Much of the funding 
came from the energy compa¬ 
nies as part of their climate 
change obligations. 

This is one of the practical 
steps that the Mayor of Lon¬ 
don could be taking to make 
London greener and more af¬ 
fordable.

A plunge in interest rates, falling fuel 
and food prices, a surge in interna¬ 
tional optimism following the US 
election... no wonder estate agents 
suddenly have a spring in their step. 

Although the housing market is 
still struggling to shake off the cloak 
of negativity which has smothered it 
for months, a batch of positive factors 
has prompted upbeat assessments 
from local agents. 

The shock UK interest rate cut of 
one and a half points to three per cent 
- the lowest level since 1955 - has 
given the market an electrifying jolt. 

With borrowers’ interest rates 
now at their most affordable for two 
generations, many would-be buyers 
who have been waiting for house 
prices to bottom out are now being 
forced to take action. 

Darren Challis of Ouvry Goodman 
(020 86619897) said: “The market is al¬ 
ready showing signs of bouncing

back. We have had our best month 
this year so far, as vendors begin to 
see house prices coming down across 
the board. 

“There is still a buyer out there for 
every property, as long as the price al¬ 
lows them to obtain finance, or they 
feel that the property is a reasonable 
investment.” 

He agreed that US optimism, fu¬ 
elled by the election of Barack 
Obama, could help a return to confi¬ 
dence - a view shared by Peter 
Kennedy of Kennedy’s independent 
property agents in Walton on the Hill 
(01737 817718). 

“A lot of the response in the mar¬ 
ket is sentiment-driven,” he said. 

“Improving confidence is really 
the starting point, and the last fort¬ 


night has gone a long way to improv¬ 
ing that confidence.” 

His opinion is that the housing 
market is now through the eye of the 
storm, and that once banks are lend¬ 
ing freely again the all-important vol¬ 
umes will increase, benefiting 
everyone from estate agents to re¬ 
moval firms, lawyers to DIY stores. 

Simon Caird of leading Epsom 
agents Cairds (01372 743033) said that 
there had never been a better time to 
invest in bricks and mortar. 

“It’s a buy time NOW,” he stressed. 
“Anyone still waiting for the market 
to bottom out is missing a 
huge opportunity. 

“There are sellers out there 
willing to consider offers, and 
with interest rates and proper¬ 
ty prices so low it is bound to 
encourage first-time buyers 
and investors back.” 

He predicted that there 


would be more energy in the housing 
market in 2009, and welcomed the 
Bank of England’s dramatic interest 
rate cut as “a very positive move”. 

Howard Hunt, manager of the 
family-run Carshalton branch of 
Bairstow Eves (020 8669 1231), con¬ 
curred. 

“It is obvious that we are in a re¬ 
cession and it will need to work its 
natural course,” he said. 

“However, regardless of the doom 
and gloom surrounding us, proper¬ 
ties are still selling and now is ar¬ 
guably a better time than ever to buy, 


prior to prices creeping up again. 

“This is especially true for first¬ 
time buyers. If they delay their pur¬ 
chase, they will again be priced out as 
they have been for the best part of the 
last decade.” 

Local agents seem united in their 
view that recent factors can only add 
impetus to a sector in the doldrums. 

It has been said before that the 
darkest hour is just before dawn. 

While the gloom that has charac¬ 
terised the housing market through¬ 
out 2008 has still not lifted, the 
glimmers of light are tangible.

Steve Walker reports. 


If this generation Renault Laguna is 
half as good as the manufacturer’s 
PR patter suggests, we’re all in for a 
treat. 

The previous generation model was 
strong on safety and comfort but 
we’re told that the current car is 
safer and more comfortable than 
that. It’s also greener, more elegant, 
better to drive, has higher levels of 
build quality and superior reliability. 

The car is bigger too. It’s grown in 
every major dimension but, spookily, 
it tips the scales 15kg lighter than be¬ 
fore. 

The medium range family car sec¬ 
tor has always been a tough nut to 
crack but you get the sense that the 
manufacturers, whose products com¬ 
pete there, are having a harder time 
of it than ever. It’s into this cut¬ 


throat environ¬ 
ment that Re¬ 
nault pitches its 
latest Laguna, 
priced from 
around £16,000 
and offered with

The Laguna’s 
engine range is a comprehensive one 
with Renault aiming to cover the full 
gambit of customer demand for per¬ 
formance and economy.

Charlie gets his chance

Undefeated Epsom & Ewell 
Boxing Club fighter Charlie 
Girdler is hoping to put a year 
of injury behind him to 
relaunch his amateur career 
with an ABA title this month. 

The 15-year-old Greenshaw 
High School student suffered a 
cruciate knee ligament injury 
playing for Sutton United U16s 
12 months ago, but has battled 
back to be on the brink of an 
ABA junior novices national 
title shot. 

Girdler, who lives in Carshal- 
ton, fights Bournemouth’s 
Lewis Kerley in the southern 
region semi-finals in a bid to 
land a place at the national 
finals in the under-74kg weight 
category in three weeks. 

Should he claim the trophy, he 
would be the first Epsom & 
Ewell boxer to lift the junior 
novice belt since 42-year-old 
trainer Rob Parker achieved 
the feat in 1982. 

And Girdler - who has a five- 
fight unbeaten record since 
taking the sport up as a 13-year- 
old - is confident that isn’t the 
limit of his ambitions. 

“A few people have seen this 
boy fight and they think I’ve got 
a good chance. If I go on and get 
an ABA title I’m virtually guar¬ 
anteed an England vest, which 
would be great,” he said. 

“In four years, I’ll be 18 and 
should be at my peak. The 
Olympics would be big and it is 
something I’d love to do. 

“One of my first fights was at 
Bethnal Green the night after a 
big fight night there. They still 
had all the Sky Sports signs and 
advertising boards up. 

“That has given me a taste for 
it and I’d like to do that again as 
a professional one day.” 

Girdler has also appeared at 
centre-back for Sutton U16s as 
they have made a six-match 
winning start to their Surrey 
Youth League West Surrey Pre¬ 
mier Elite Division campaign - 
including wins over AFC Wim¬ 
bledon and Kingstonian. 

He is rated by manager Tony

Wilson as a fantastic addition 
to the side having returned 
from injury, but the youngster 
admits he is torn between the 
football pitch and the ring. 

Yet, the thought of repaying 
Parker’s faith in him will be on 
his mind come the weekend. 

“It was frustrating when I 
was injured because I was 
coming down to the club and 
seeing everyone else get better, 


while I was here standing still,” 
he added. 

“I like both sports, but I think 
it is a case of seeing how far I 
can get with them as to which 
one I’ll choose. 

“It would be a massive thing 
for the club if I got through 
and, hopefully, I can do the busi¬ 
ness. 

“Rob has shown such a lot of 
commitment to me, it would be 


nice to do it for him and the 
club.” 

And Parker, who has trained 
boxers at Epsom for more than 
20 years, is backing his man. 

He said: “He works hard, is 
strong and listens to what we are 
saying. He is always sparring 
with the seniors and is getting 
better and better, to the point 
where he is beating them up.”

Mental Health 
Services 

Chris has met the 
Chairman and Chief 
Executive of the Surrey 
and Borders NHS Trust, 
which looks after mental 
health locally, to protest 
about plans to relocate 
inpatient beds from 
Epsom to Redhill. The 
move would involve the 
closure of existing units 
at Epsom Hospital and 
West Park. "This area is a 
centre of excellence for 
mental health," says 
Chris, "and it would be a 
nonsense to move 
patients and staff away 
from an area where there 
is such a high level of 
expertise."

Problems 

Chris continues to lobby 
the Government for 
compensation for policy 
holders in Equitable Life, 
after an official report 
said that the Treasury had 
failed to regulate the 
company properly during 
the 1990s. The report, by 
the Parliamentary 
Ombudsman, said the 
policy holders who had 
lost out were entitled to 
compensation.
